The grain growers of the province 
of Saskatchewan, Canada, are well ad- 
yanced in the scheme to make the im- 
perial government a great gift of flour 
for the army in the field.

000 Jews starving in Russia. 
Leopald de Rothschild presided

Hertz, Israel Zangwill and other 
prominent Jews, were present, Rab- 
bia Hertz declared the task before 


those raising the fund is vast and ur- 
gent. The response to the appeal for 
funds from the British Jews he said 
was not nearly adequate mainly owing 
to their ignorance of the real state of 
aifairs. or nearly a year there had 
been a sinister silence in the general 
press, broken only occasionally by a 
sneer at the Jews on the part of the 
preachers of favo hatred and apolog- 
ists for reaction. 

The Jews, he added, were face to 
face with a tradegy unparalleled in 
the history of Jewish agony. The 
Petrograd authorities, Rabbi Hertz 
concluded, expected 1,000,000 pounds 
($5,000,000) fund from British Jews 
and only 60,000 pounds had been 
raised. He said the present eall was 
for sacrifices and self taxation. 

Atien Enemies in Canada 

Canada has just concluded taking 
a special census of the alien. enemies 
in the Dominion, with the result that 
there are shown to be 164,775 subjects 
of countries at war with Tngland re- 
siding in Canada. ‘That is a consid- 
rable number, considering that the 
population of the Dominion is only 
cight millions. Nevertheless, the Do- 
minion remains calin, representative 
comment being that they must be a

Inci- 
dents of the hostilities upon which it 
is possible to speak agrecabiy are so 
rare that it is worth while to make 
note of them when they occur.—New 
York ‘imes. 


Shipping Unfinished Cattle . 

Mr. GT. Willingmyre of the Do 
minion department of asricultere, has 
been visiting different points in the 
west and calling the attention of farm- 
ers {o the loss from exportation of un- 
finished eattle to the United States. 
These animals are shipped from Win. 
nipeg and other cattle centres to the 
big packing plants of the States, and 
when they arrive there they are in 
such poor condition that the price 
they bring is very low compared with 
what good cattle bring. This matter 
is considerad to be very serious and 
an effort will be made to educate the 
cattle growers to the advisability of 
keeping their cattle where they have 
such abundant grazing facilities, so 
that- when they reach the live stock 
markets in the United States they will’ 
bring the highest market prices.

THE SCHLUoS cou. 


A Harrible Russian Prison Utterly 
; Isolated From the Living World. 
The following wonderfully vivid de 

scription of a grim Russian prison 
where many a man—and woman, teo. 
for that matter-—-has suffered untold 
torture of mind and body, is from an 
article in MeClure’y Magazine: 

In the middle of the River Neva, 
where it flows out of Lake Ladga, 
there lies a tiny island surrounded on | 
three sides by the turbulent waters uf 
the river and hemined in upon the 
fourth by the cold and stormy Jake | 
Upon this island stands a very an | 
ecient fortress enclosed by high walls 
more than 20 feet in thickness. This 
is the fortress of Schlusselburg. 

_ Day and night sentinels, relieved 

every two hours, pace around the top 

of these walls, keeping a vigilant 
lookout on every hand. No one from 
within the fortress, not even the 
soldiers or gendarmes, is allowed to 
communicate with the people who 
dwell upon the banks of the river 

If the unwary fisherman chances to 

drift in his boat too near the walls 

of the fortress he is greeted by the 
shout of a sentinel, aiming his rifle: 

“Away! Or I shoot!” 

Not even the Dend sex, in the 
deserts of Asia, is so utterly isolated 
and cut off from the living world aa 
is this fortress of Schlusselburg, which 
lies within 40 miles of St. Petersburg. 

The regime and the aspect of the 
prison were carefully thought out and 
planned, being, as the ministers visit- 
ing the Schlusselburg repeatedly de- 
clared to the prisoners, intended to 
demonstrate to them that it was des- 
lined to be their grave. The cells are 
constructed in such a manner as con- 
stantly to remind the prisoners of a 
tomb. The stone floors are painted 
black and the walls dark gray. 

The window panes were opaque, so 
that no ray of sun ever penetrated 
within the cells and no trace of color 
from without could be caught by the 
prisoners, The iron bedstead was 
turned up by day and chained against 
the wall, and only a little stool. also

President Tyler was first married in 
1813, and his first wife died {n Wash- 
ington on Sept. 9, 1842, a little over one 
year after he assumed office,

Time shrapnel aregyery deadly against 
infantry In the open, but against de- 
tachments of guns provided with shields 
or fleld entrenchments with overhead 
cover they have very little effect. 

Even when the fuse js set to operate 
upon percussion the effect of shrapne! 
on fleld guns {ts not particularly good, 
except when hits are made on the gun 
Itself or on its wheels, for if the shells 
pass through the gun shield they do not 
burst for some little distance beyond 
and 80 cause little damage. 

High explosive shell, on the other 
hand, are destructive against guns with 
shields. As they pass through the 
shields they detonate and tear large 
holes and generally succeed In practi- 
cally destroying the gun and killing the 
whole of the detachment by splinters. 

Not hysteria, but the most profound 
nervous demorallzation may result 
merely from the blasts of wind pro- 
duced by shell explosions, according to 
the London Lancet, which gives some 
of the observations of Paul Ravaut, as 
related by him to the Academie de 
Medecine de Paris, 

M. Ravaut observed a casa where, 
after a’ shell explosion, a man was car- 
ried to the ambulance station suffering 
from paraplegia, which 1s a paralysis 
of the lower half of the body. On an- 
other occasion the explosion of a bomb 
a trifle over a yard away left a man 
paralyzed on his left side and unable 
to speak, In both these cases all feel- 
ing had been destroyed in the paralyzed 
parts, and there was nowhere any ex- 
ternal wound. The seéond case got 
well in twelve days, 

In another Instance an explosion 
made ono victim almost comatose. Vio- 
lent headaches and deafness !n the left 
ear were observed. 

The explosion of a mine near a trench 


| sent another man staggering for help 


and talking incoherently. He recovered 
in ten days. 

Such cases, thinks M. Ravaut, are 
due to the swift change in atmospheric 
pressure caused by the explosion. Thig 
causes hemorrhages in the nervous sys- 
tem. They are more cornmon on the 


firing line than hysteria,
